To the Honorable Board of Commissioners: 


RECOMMENDATION 

It is recommoided that the Board of Commissioners ratify the acceptance of a grant award fix>m 
the Illinois Criminal Justice Information Authority (“ICJIA”) in the amount of $282,200.00, 
increase the FY 2013 comprehensive budget by the same amount and authorize the Chief 
Executive OfBcer or his designee to enter into sub-grant agreements with Uhlich Children’s 
Advantage Network (“UCAN”), the Chicago Police Department (“CPD”), CeaseFire Chicago, 
Social IMPACT Research Center and Community Justice for Youth Institute (“CJYT’) for an 
aggregate amount of $176,500 for the period of January 1,2013 through September 30,2013. 

The Executive Vice President of Finance, the Office of General Counsel and the Office of 
Procurement have completed all necessary due diligence to support the submission of this 
initiative and recommend the qiproval of this item accordingly. 


CORPORATE GOAL 

The grant award and the subgrant agreements will si^port CHA*s emirate strategies of 
investing in the AUgeld Gardens community where CHA fanuttes Uve enhancing the safety 
and quaUty of life for residents. Moreover, it will reduce the need for expentUtures to be 
supported by Public Housing operating and capititifund sources.

BACKGROUND AND EXPLANATION 

In January 2010, the CHA was awarded a two year $250,000 award from ICJIA through the 
Edward Byrne Recovery Act Grant Program. The purpose of the f unding was to implement 
conununity based youth violence prevention through Gang Resistance Education and T raining 
(“G.R.E.A.T.”) and the Youth Courts. The Altgeld-Riverside Conununity (ARC) Partnership 
created a conununity partnership and increased resident awareness of violence and burglary 
prevention at conuntuiity schools. In 2012, CHA was invited to apply for leftover ICJIA - Byrne 
Recovery Act Grant Program funds to continue and enhance the ARC Partnership Program. On 
Decemba 11, 2012, the CHA received official written notice of an award of $282,200.00 from 
the ICJIA through the Edward Byrne Recovery Act Grant Program. CHA is required to provide 
nudching funds of $94,067 (mostly in-kind). 

SUBGRANTEE SERVICES: 

Chicago Police Department (CPD) G.R.E,A.T. program: G.R.E.A.T. (Gang Resistance 
Education and Training) is an evidence-based prevention program that addresses aggression, 
gang activity, conflict resolution and interperson^ skills issues as experienced by boys and girls 
aged nine to seventeen in urban settings. A family component will be delivered by uniformed 
CPD officers. 

The Community Justice for Youth Institute (CJYI) Peace Circles: - a structured dialogue 
process that allows every participant an opporttuiity to speak and that encourages attentive 
listerung and truth telling to resolve conflicts, to provide victims with oi^wrtunities to directly 
address those that have harmed them, and to involve the co mmuni ty in the process of 
strengthening relationships and promoting offender accountability. 

CeascFire Chicago: - will leverage its work in the 5th Police District and analyze crime hot spot 
and time-of-day data to determine when/where it will place part-time Violence Interrupters to 
intervene when conflicts arise. 

Uhlich Children's Advantage Network (UCAN): will devote .5FTE to support ARC residents 
to implement the safety initiatives that they identify. In addition to staff support, they will utilize 
their funding to provide stipends to youth to work in these resident-driven initiatives. As the 
CHA funded FamilyWorks agency, UCAN will leverage its capabilities to provide case 
management support in identifying and reaching out to appropriate families to benefit from the 
ARC and services made available through the grant. 

Social IMPACT Research Center (IMPACT): - will conduct an implementation and outcomes 
evaluation. 

ADDITIONAL PARTNERS/STAKEHOLDERS 

AitgeU~Riverdale Consortium (ARC) will serve a coordinating role, convening meetings and 
promoting and encouraging participation in community partner sponsored events/activities. The 
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ARC will engage residents to identify and carry out one or more safety initiatives as part of the 
ARC Enhancement Examples include development of multiple safe passage routes or 
establishing Safe Zones in facilities located in the area such as the library, the health center or a 
school. 

Community partner agencies — will plan ARC safety events to draw residents to see their 
fiicility, encourage on-going participation in their programs in coordination with the resident- 
planned safety measures. 

Eitforcement Strategies ~ police and security partners: CHA’s Director of Safety and Security 
and a representative from CPD District 5 will actively participate in the Consortium to ensure 
coordination of enforcement strategies with the ARC community revitalization initiatives. 


The Board action recommended in this item complies in all material req)ects with all q)plicable
